
Guards back after asbestos scare 


Officers refusing 
some assignments 
as jail deemed safe

Corrections officers at the Cape Bre¬ 
ton correctional facility were ordered 
back to work yesterday morning 
after investigators determined it was 
safe following last week's asbestos 
scare, but guards continued to refuse 
certain assignments.

Jim Gosse, president of Local 480 
with the NSGEU, which represents 
corrections officers in the province, 
said the guards were advised to go 
back to work around 4 a.m. but 
when the shift changed at 7 a.m., 
the two guards who staff the max¬ 
imum security area where asbestos 
is the biggest concern, refused. 

"The employer re-assigned one of 
those individuals and the other one 
got sent home," he said. 

"If you get sent home, they don't 
have to pay you and you

Air quality test results will not be 
available until tomorrow, but in the 
meantime an environmental hygien¬ 
ist hired by the Justice Department, 
Gosse said, made the determination 
the facility was safe. 


Gosse said the asbestos was first 
noticed by an inmate in March and 
tests were done on May 1. 

No one notified the union, how¬ 
ever, until last Thursday. 

Further tests were ordered and 
the unionized corrections officers 
stopped showing up for work when 
they caught wind of the situation 
Thursday evening. 

Sherri Aikenhead, spokeswoman 
for the Justice Department, said 
they will now follow through with 
an "asbestos maintenance plan." 

"When you have this type of as¬ 


bestos, you have to determine 
through experts whether you seal 
things or remove it," she said. 

Asbestos is a safety hazard only if 
it's disturbed, she said. 

According to Health Canada's 
website, asbestos fibres can be 
breathed into the lungs when there's 
a high concentration in the air, in¬ 
creasing the chances of lung cancer.

Fishermen 
take down 
harbour 
blockade 


Cape Breton lobster fisher¬ 
men ended their blockade of 
Inverness Harbour Sunday, 
after trapping in several 
New Brunswick fishing 
boats. 

The blockade started late 
last week as an act of protest 
to the federal government to 
allow the fishermen a share 

of the lucra¬ 
tive crab 
quota, as they 
currently face 
rising fuel 
costs and poor 
lobster 
catches. 

"We're try¬ 
ing to take the 
high road on 
this," said fisherman 
Lawrence MacLeUan. 

"We're going to take the 
blockade down and New 
Brunswick boats are free to 
fish ... Hopefully in the fu¬ 
ture we can fish alongside 
them." 

MacLeUan said the New 
Brunswick fishermen 
were supportive of the 
blockade. 

He estimates New 
Brunswick vessels take 
500,000 pounds of crab from 
nearby areas. 

The Harbours of Inver¬ 
ness, Mabou, Port Hood and 
Judique do not have a crab 
aUocation. 

Yesterday, the Inverness 
fishermen were scheduled to 
meet with the Department 
of Fisheries and Oceans area 
manager Helen Kerr. 

Kerr could not be reached 
for comment yesterday.

But official says 
money not motive 
for free rides

Via Rail didn't try to hide 
the fact it would benefit fi¬ 
nancially from a promo¬ 
tional offer for Canada's 
military to ride the rails for 
free during the month of 
July, a spokesman says. 

"Surely, with any promo¬ 
tion that Via or any other 
company puts in place, you 
also have to at the same 
time make a business case 
for it," said Malcolm An¬ 
drews, a spokesman for Via 
Rail Canada. 

The Crown corporation 
was the subject of criticism 
yesterday after a report 
based on an internal docu¬ 
ment obtained by the Cana¬ 
dian Press said the rail 
company's motives may not 
have been completely altru¬ 
istic. 

It suggested the offer was 


an attempt to increase rev¬ 
enues during July, the 
slowest travel month of the 
year. 

The president of Via an¬ 


nounced the deal last month 
at the Halifax train station, 
saying it was a gesture of 
appreciation for members of 
the Canadian Forces. 


The offer provides all 
members, past or present, 
with free rail travel on Via 
trains across the country

Halifax Regional Fire and 
Emergency spokesman Dave 
Meldrum said the fire was 
contained in an upper bed¬ 
room in a building, in the 2700 
block of Gottingen.

spread through the hallway, 
but firefighters had the blaze 
out in less than 20 minutes. 

"The door had been burned 
half off, the smoke was just 
starting to spread into the 
hallway," Meldrum said. 

When they arrived, a 
woman told them things that 
suggested she knew some¬ 
thing about the cause, Mel¬ 
drum said. 

'At that point, we handed it 
over to police."

Jeff Carr said police are 
stiH investigating.

ENERGY A new study says 
Nova Scotians are going to 
be using more renewable 
electricity over the next five 
years. Nova Scotia's green 
electricity is expected to 
jump to 22 per cent, from 
about 10 to 12 per cent. 
Wind power will make up 
most of the increase — and 
wind turbines are expected 
to grow from 60 today to 
more than 300 in 2013. The 
study looked at the possible 
impacts of integrating large- 
scale wind power into Nova 
Scotia's electric power 
system, for the 2010 and 
2013 timeframes set by the 
province's renewable energy 
standard. While the targets 
are expected to be met, the 
study also found that 
there will be challenges 


as well.

Iverson says arctic 
species may turn 
inland for food

Starving polar bears may 
some day have to look inland 
for food, which could make 
them a danger to humans, 
says a DaUiousie University 
biologist. 

Sara Iverson said climate 
change is putting polar bears 
in danger. The bears depend 
on ice flows to feed off of seals 
in the winter. As the spring 
comes, the ice melts and the 
bears move inland. They'U 
then fast for as long as eight 
months until the ice reforms. 

But in recent years the ice 
has melted early, forcing the 
bears inland before they have 
built up enough fat reserves.

bears at risk: Biologist 



The next generation of polar bears may be forced to turn away 
from the ice to hunt for food, warns Dalhousie University 
biologist Sara Iverson. 


"It's critical that they are 
able to get that level of fat 
storage. But if they're forced 
ashore earlier they're going to 
be in poor condition and much 
less hkely to survive that fast," 
said Iverson. 

"They're also 
going to be look¬ 
ing for other food 
sources, maybe 
terrestrial kinds 
of food sources. 

There's also the 
problem with in¬ 
teracting with 
human commu¬ 
nities." 

Iverson will 
deliver a public 
lecture on her re¬ 
search as part of the Canadian 
Society of Zoologists 2008 An¬ 
nual Meeting happening this 
week at Mount Saint Vincent 
University. The lecture takes 
place this evening at 5:30 at 


the Seton Academic Centre. 

Iverson has been research¬ 
ing the top predators in arctic 
environments to see the ef¬ 
fects of the entire ecosystem. 
While these ecosystems are 
extremely complex, scientists 
can deter¬ 
mine a lot by 
looking at the 
animals at the 
top of the food 
chain. 

Her team has 
been analyzing 
the diet of polar 
bears through 
fat samples, and 
discovered that 
their usual seal 
diet has become 
more diverse as they try to 
adapt to changes in condi¬ 
tions. 

"It's a scary situation. Ice- 
dependent species are really 
the species of most concern," 


she said. "(They) are really the 
canaries in arctic coal mines." 

Iverson said more polar 
bears may enter human com¬ 
munities as they look for new 
sources of food. 


Recently the United States 
listed polar bears as a threat¬ 
ened species. Canada lists 
them as a "species of special 
concern."

Portland Estates Elementary 
reopens today after last 
week's suspicious fire that 
shut down the school for sev¬ 
eral days. 

The Dartmouth school was 
evacuated last Tuesday over 
lunch hour after fire alarms 
and sprinklers went off, alert¬ 
ing staff to a smouldering 
backpack hanging in the hall¬ 
way on the second floor. 

Fire officials have said they 
found matches in the bag and 
in the boys' washroom, lead¬ 
ing them to believe the inci¬ 
dent was deliberate. Police 
have an open file on the inci¬ 
dent but have said they don't 
expect to lay any charges. 

A Halifax regional school 
board spokesman said the 
principal is dealing with the 
incident and if students are 
deemed responsible they will 
be disciplined accordingly. 

Classes were cancelled for 
three days so workers could 
repair water damage from the 
sprinkler system and air 
smoke out of the building.

Facts on asbestos 
and lung tissue 


Fibres may lead to 
scarring, cancer: 
Health Canada

Asbestos is the generic 
name for a variety of fibrous 
minerals found naturally in 
rock formations. 

Asbestos fibres are 
strong, durable and non¬ 
combustible and therefore 
used in construction mate¬ 
rials, according to the 
Health Canada website. 

If the fibres are enclosed 
or tightly bound, they are 
not a significant health risk. 


But asbestos fibres can be 
breathed into the lungs 
when there's a high concen¬ 
tration in the air, causing 
scarring to lung tissue and 
increasing the chances of 
lung cancer. 

A spokesman with Health 
Canada yesterday said the 
federal department is aware 
of the asbestos at the Cape 
Breton Correctional Facility. 

"We've looked into this; 
we got some calls on this 
later last week," said Paul 
Duschene. 

He said questions about 
the situation could be an¬ 
swered by Nova Scotia's 
Justice Department.

Researchers 
land $2M 
contract

Two Dalhousie University 
researchers have won a $2- 
million US contract from 
Lockheed Martin to work on 
quantum computing and 
physics projects. 

Dalhousie physicists Kim¬ 
berley Hall and Jordan Kyri- 
akidis will do basic research 
into quantum computing, a 
field that has the potential to 
change the size and the 
power of computers. 

Ronald Layden, head of 
industry innovation at Dal¬ 
housie, said Thursday quan¬ 
tum computing will be what 
takes computers further. 

"Now, we don't think any¬ 
thing of having a computer 
in our pocket that can do 
more than the computer 
NASA sent to the moon in 
1967," Layden said. 

"We've reached the limit 
of what we can do with cur¬ 
rent systems and computer 
models. The next level is 
quantum computing."

JOBS All 325 employees of 
Neenah Paper will keep their 
jobs when the pulp and 
paper mill changes hands in 
the coming months. 
Employees were pulled into 
a meeting on the morning of 
May 15 and told the 
Abercrombie Point mill will 
be sold to Atlas Holdings LLC 
of Connecticut and Blue 
Wolf Capital Management 
LLC of New York. The new 
mill will operate under the 
name Northern Pulp Nova 
Scotia Corporation. Neenah 
announced in March its 
decision to sell the plant, 
citing the higher Canadian 
dollar and a reduced 
availability of wood chips as 
contributing factors. 

FISHING Nova Scotia’s 
fishing industry could use 
some of the same fuel cost 
relief extended earlier this 
year to farmers, says the 
head of the Full Bay Scallop 
Association. Vance Hazelton 
of Digby says fuel for fishing 
boats last year ran about 65 
cents a gallon, but is now 
about $i.og. Hazelton said 
the provincial government 
announced a $ 2 -million 
subsidy for farmers earlier 
this year to help offset fuel 
costs, but has offered 
nothing for the equally hard- 
hit fishing industry. The 
problem is compounded 
because high costs make it 
more difficult to attract crew 
and that has become a 
problem through the fishing, 
he said.

No decision yet on 
wind power bylaw 


Colchester County council has 
delayed a decision on a bylaw 
regulating wind power devel¬ 
opment until further study.

Cars jammed roads leading 
out of Sichuan's provincial 
capital of Chengdu and people 
carrying bedding headed for 
open ground after hearing 
that another earthquake of 8- 
magnitude would shake the 
ravaged province overnight. 

"They quoted a government 
department, so everyone's 
heading for clear space. I'd be 
careful if I were you," called a 
young man surnamed Huang. 


Xinhua news agency re¬ 
ported a magnitude 5.0 after¬ 
shock hit Pingwu County 
early today, causing buildings 
to creak in Chengdu, about 
150 km from the epicentre. 

The death toll from last 
week's quake could rise dra¬ 
matically, as the Communist 
Party chief in Sichuan said 
nearly 30,000 were missing.

Melloy wins Blue Nose in 
first try at full marathon

Maybe Terry Melloy should start doing 
full marathons at the Blue Nose hitema- 
tional Marathon more often. 

After three years of running the half, 
Melloy finally did a full at the Blue Nose 
and came away the winner on Sunday. 

The Bridgewater native dethroned de¬ 
fending champ and three-time winner 
David MacLennan, capping a weekend 
that saw more than 8,000 participants in 
the fifth annual Blue Nose. 

"Every year, I look at running the full 

and then change my mind," said Melloy, 

who won the half marathon at the Blue ^ 

Nose in 2006 and finished third in 2005 ^

and 2007. "I guess I picked the right year o 
to give it a try. I had a lot of fun with it. | 
The crowd was great and the fans really o 
helped keep me going when it was getting I 
tough." I 

The 48-year-old physical education ^ 
teacher at Bridgewater Elementary 
School only started running five years 
ago, but has won five of seven full 
marathons since then. 

He won the Blue Nose with his third- 
slowest time, crossing in two hours, 48 
minutes and 43 seconds, seven minutes 
faster than second-place Scott Clark of 
Summerside, EE.I. 

Clarke said Melloy took over around 
the 31 -kilometre mark, but for Melloy, the 
whole run was a blur. 

"Going across the bridge (to Dartmouth) 

I was in fifth place and I don't even know 
what happened," Melloy said. "I don't 
know where everybody went but I got up 
there and they said I was in the lead. 
Everybody just kind of disappeared." 

MacLennan, who placed sixth with a 
time of 3:11:39.2 said his "legs were hke 
jelly from the get-go" and said "not enough 


training" cost him his fourth Blue Nose 
win. 

"He's getting old," joked Melloy, three 
years MacLennan's senior. 

Bedford's Pierre Laberge placed third 
in 3:07:09.6; Dartmouth's Dave Nevitt 
came fourth in 3:08:24.4; and Murray 
Lowery-Simpson of Hanwell, N.B., came 
fifth. 

"I'm surprised with the win," Melloy 
said. "There were five people who had 
run 2:50 marathons. It was the best field 
they've ever had and I was surprised to 
come out on top." 

Leah Jabbour of Clayton Park took her 
second consecutive female title in 
3:17:12.5, although she didn't find out 
until about an hour after the race. An¬ 


other runner finished before Jabbour, but 
a wrong turn invalidated her winning 
time. 

"When you're on the race route you 
have no idea where you're finishing," said 
Jabbour, who was told aU along she was 
in second. "I assumed I was No. 2 and I 
ran the best I could." 

Dartmouth's Sebastien Flynn won the 
half in 1:13:32.5. Bedford's Robyn Erick¬ 
son was the top woman in 1:24:53.6. 

Halifax natives PhOip Rasmussen and 
Emily Hamilton won the men's and 
women's titles in the lO-ldlometre race, 
while Middleton's James Hayward and 
Halifax's Eskedar Temesgen captured the 
five-ldlometre crowns.

Then, with the game and the 
stomachs of onlookers knotted, 
Canada's Rick Nash took a delay of 
game penalty early in overtime. 

That was the cue to Ilya Kovalchuk 
to start the party for Team Russia as 
he ripped a power-play snapshot to 
the top corner past Canadian goal- 


tender Cam Ward. 

"Probably everybody is drunk right 
now in Moscow and all of Russia," 


said an elated Kovalchuk. 

"This is sweet." 

For the Russians, the explosion of 


emotion was 15 years in the making 
at this tournament. They danced 
around the Skodas parked in the face- 
off circles, had team group hugs and, 
in one of those magical moments that 
transcends generations, iconic legend 
Vladislav Tretiak stood with young 
great Alexander Ovechkin, their arms 
around each other's shoulders, belt¬ 
ing out the Russian national anthem. 

All the while, the Canadians stood 
and watched. 

"No one on this team came here to 
win silver," said Ward. "It's tough 
right now because you do feel like you 
o let your country down. But there will 
I be other tournaments, there will be 
I more to come."

Young brains excel at international science fair

Desires to both learn about 
the world and work to 
change it for the better moti¬ 
vate 16 of Canada's brightest 
young minds. 

Hailing from high schools 
across all parts of the coun¬ 
try, the 16 teenaged finalists 
chosen to represent Canada 
at the Intel International Sci¬ 
ence and Engineering Fair 
beamed with excitement at a 
recent showcase event be¬ 
fore heading off to the site of 


this year's 11 th annual fair 
in Atlanta, Ga. 

"It's definitely been an ex¬ 
perience of a lifetime," said 
Michael Peters, 16, from Vic¬ 
toria, B.C. 

His invention is the defini¬ 
tion of simplicity: a wheel¬ 
chair that straps the user's 
legs into an array that keeps 
them in motion as the chair 
moves to prevent dangerous 
blood clots. Peters' grand¬ 
mother suffered a stroke in 
2002 so he built the chair 
with her legacy in mind. Pe¬ 
ters designed his chair to be 


easily manufactured because 
he hopes it will go into real 
production. 

"Often the best solutions to 
the most difficult problems 
are the simplest," Peters said. 

Other finalists also had 
strong personal reasons for 
their research. Yale Michaels, 
a 16-year-old student from 
Winnipeg, Man., designed a 
way to better differentiate 
cancerous and non-cancer- 
ous cells in a person's body. 
His own grandmother died 
of cancer. 

"Everyone knows some¬ 


one who has been affected 
by cancer," Michaels said. 

Doug Cooper, country 
manager for Intel Canada, 
says Intel sees the annual 
fair as a key lifeline for de¬ 
veloping the kind of talent 
central to their own success. 

"The skills we see repre¬ 
sented here are fundamental 
to the viability of our busi¬ 
ness," Cooper said. 

"This is university-grade 
science," he said. 

Cooper suggests the 
biggest difference between 
science fairs 11 years ago 


and today is that the kids are 
much more prepared to take 
ownership of their intellec¬ 
tual properties. 

Some are already thinking 
business: Peters has already 
started the patent process on 
his blood-clot-preventing 
wheelchair, while 16-year- 
old Roopa Suppiah from 
Deep River, Ont., greeted in¬ 
terviewers with her own 
business cards. Her project 
found an economically viable 
way to reduce the green¬ 
house gas effect by convert¬ 
ing carbon dioxide from

better solar panels to 
maximize energy collec¬ 
tion, a way to use bacteria 
to regulate diseases like 
HIV and rheumatoid 
arthritis and even a new 
method for attaching 
horseshoes to horses' 
hooves without nails.

The fair was held May 11 - 
17th in Atlanta and 10 of the 
16 Canadian teens placed in 
the top four award cate¬ 
gories for their respective 
areas.

Fitness nothing to sneeze at 


Allergy sufferers 
need not forgo 
outdoor exercise

I f you're the outdoorsy athletic 
type, it's the perfect time of year 
to head outside for some fresh 
air and exercise. But if you're also 
the allergic type, there's no worse 
season to do it. 

Pollens, dust mites, moulds, ani¬ 
mal dander, grasses and rag weed 
are among other substances ready 
and waiting to take your breath 
away this season, but that doesn't 
mean you should confine yourself to 
staying indoors. There are various 
ways you can enjoy the great out¬ 
doors and keep your allergic reac¬ 
tions to a minimum, experts say. 



and some of them are fairly simple. 

"The message from allergists is 
don't suffer. Don't tough it out," says 
Dr. Susan Waserman, an aller¬ 
gist at McMaster 
University in ^ 

Hamilton, Ont. 

'Allergy season 
is very long and 
it effects work, 
school and play. 

There's enough 
data now that 
says it can be a 
great interfer¬ 
ence." 

Dr. Mark 

Greenwald of the 
Canadian Society 
of Allergy and Clinical 
Immunology says aside 
from treating 

your allergies 


with immunizing shots, dedicated 
exercisers can work out later in the 
day when cooling air currents drop 
and the pollens they carry are at 
their lowest counts. 

Waserman says this may not 
be so ideal for today's high- 
powered nine-to-fiver, how¬ 
ever. 

"It's the classic advice we (al¬ 
lergists) give people, and we real¬ 
ize how impractical this is," says 
Waserman. "We don't want people 
to have to go to these dramatic 
measures in order for people to 
work out effectively. We'd like 


them to see their doctors and med¬ 
icate." 

You can also reduce your reac¬ 
tions based on your surroundings, 
and the activities you do. Beaches 
and concrete areas are better suited 
than forests or anywhere else with 
heavy vegetation, 
Waserman says. 

More "allergy- 
friendly" exercises 
include swimming 
and yoga, experts 
advise, while jog¬ 
ging is among the 
worst. Because of 
quicker breathing, 
runners will intake 
pollens at a faster 
rate, says Green¬ 
wald, adding you 
should intake air 
through the nose. 


"Mouth breathing gives allergens 
a more direct route to the lungs," 
Greenwald says. "The function of 
the nose, other than humidifying 
and warming the air, is a filter. If 
you eliminate the filter, a blocked 
nose for example, you're going to 
switch to mouth breathing earlier. 
We can get our lungs to react with 
spasms and inflammation." 

But the best advice, allergists say, 
is to recognize and deal with the 
problem that causes reactions. 

"Run a very sharp knife across 
the palm of your hand," says Green¬ 
wald. "How long did it take for the 
damage to occur? Not long. How 
long will it take you to get better? A 
lot longer. Same idea with allergies. 
The spasm is short, but it's the stuff 
going on inside you that's causing 
you to feel what you feel and it 
should be treated."

sued by the academy. 

The resulting reactions, which 
can range from bothersome to life- 
threatening, can quickly take the 
fun out of a vacation. "But with 
proper preparation, you can mini¬ 
mize your risk of a severe allergic 
reaction or asthma attack," Levetin 
said. 

Whether travelling by car, train, 
bus or plane, the AAAAI offers sev¬ 
eral simple steps to help aUergy suf¬ 
ferers enjoy a reaction-free 
vacation.

Sure, driving a convertible on a summer road trip sounds like fun, but if you 
have allergies, you should keep your windows closed to prevent pollen and 
other allergens from getting into the car, experts suggest. 


When driving, turn on the air con¬ 
ditioner and air out the car for 10 
minutes before a long road trip to get 
rid of allergens such as dust mites, 
indoor moulds and poUen that are 
often found in the carpeting, uphol¬ 
stery and ventilation systems of ve¬ 
hicles. 

The AAAAI also recommends 
travelling in the early morning or 
late evening to avoid high mid-day 
air pollution levels and heavy, idling 
traffic. Keep windows closed when 
driving to prevent pollen and other 
allergens from getting into the car. 

If you're flying to your summer 
vacation destination, be sure to pack 
all allergy and asthma medications 
in your carry-on bag. And food al¬ 
lergic people should stay away from 
airline food and opt for snacks 
brought from home and carry an 
EpiPen in case of a severe reaction 
while in flight. 

Using a saline nasal spray to keep 
your nasal passages moist is an¬ 
other good idea, because air in 
planes is very dry and can aggra¬ 
vate aUergy symptoms, according to 
the AAAAI. 


When staying in hotels, allergy 
and asthma suffers should request 
an allergy-proof room, which can 
include special rooms, pillows or 
linens, or ask for a room that is lo¬ 
cated in a dry, sunny area, away 
from the pool. Run the room air 
conditioner instead of opening the 
windows. Ask about the hotel's pet 


policy and request a room that is 
pet-free. 

Avoid using the hotel closet or 
drawers if you are allergic to mould 
spores. These areas are great breed¬ 
ing grounds.

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Good, band hit the road

I t might be 15 years later, 
but it feels no different 
from the beginning of his 
band days, writes musician 
Matthew Good on his blog. 

"For me, I don't feel lost," 
said Good, who hasn't per¬ 
formed with a band since 
November, 2005. "It's not 
something where I have for¬ 
gotten what to do. I got there 
the first day of rehearsals and 
it was like 'Oh, yeah. OK.'" 

After a successful solo tour 
last year to support his ac¬ 
claimed release Hospital 
Music, Good is heading back 
on the road — including a 
stop in Halifax — with a fuU 
band in tow. 

The Juno-award winner 
recently released a list of 
songs they will be playing on 
this eight week tour, and the 
selections include works 
from his time fronting one of 
Canada's best alternative 


bands during the 1990s, to 
his deeply personal recent re¬ 
lease, Hospital Music. 

It was written after Good 
overdosed on an anti-anxiety 
medication he'd become re¬ 
liant on following his separa¬ 
tion from his wife. He was 
rushed to the hospital by 
paramedics and was later di¬ 
agnosed as having type 2 
bipolar disorder. 

"It is nice, very nice," said 
Good about getting to play

DISNEY’S MARRYING of In¬ 
diana Jones with The Da 
Vinci Code will likely be seen 
as a telling synnptom of the 
simmering paranoia that un¬ 
derlies this moment in his¬ 
tory — not nearly as anxious 
or fearful as the post-Nixon 
‘ 70 s, but a sign that we can’t 
even enjoy an action movie 
franchise without being re¬ 
minded of our powerless¬ 
ness, and the commonplace 
idea that knowledge is every 
day disappearing behind 
locked doors and into the 
realm of secretive cabals. 

This is the only way of ex¬ 
plaining how a farrago of 


sheer, giddy nonsense like 
National Treasure and its se¬ 
quel, now on DVD, can as¬ 
sume such a mantle of 
unearned gravitas. Nicolas 
Cage is back as Ben Gates, 
the swashbuckling histo¬ 
rian, on a quest to clear his 
family’s name after one of 
his ancestors is implicated 
in the Lincoln assassina¬ 
tion. With a passel of bad¬ 
dies led by Ed Harris at his 
heels, he has to find a myth¬ 
ical city of gold to restore 
his reputation, and ends up 
with the feds in on the 
chase after he briefly kid¬ 
naps the president to get a 


glimpse at the book in the 
title — a conspiracy scrap¬ 
book collected by the resi¬ 
dents of the White House 
for their eyes only. The book 
merits its own special fea¬ 
ture in the packed bonus 
disc included with the film, 
during which we learn that 
most of the people involved 
in the production tacitly be¬ 
lieve such a thing ex¬ 
ists in some 
form. Chalk 
it up to Dis¬ 
ney’s charac¬ 
teristic 

bloodlessness, 
but the book 
ends up play¬ 
ing as a hope¬ 
ful, not sinister, 
artifact, probably 
because it implies 
that at least some¬ 
one knows that 
someone knows the an¬ 
swers to history’s questions.

It’s fit¬

Gossip Girl meets hype machine 


THE LAST BIG THING: Last 
month, New York maga¬ 
zine put Gossip Girl on the 
cover, with a long piece 
full of slack-jawed, over¬ 
written prose inoculated 
with just enough sarcasm 
to evoke the you-were- 
there-at-the-cultural- 
Ground-Zero mood that 
the magazine’s best fea¬ 
tures once did so well, 
back when they printed 
the cover story that be¬ 
came the basis for Satur¬ 
day Night Fever. 

The story, written by Jes¬ 
sica Pressler and Chris 
Rovzar, gets off to a breath¬ 
less start with a group of 
bridge-and-tunnel teens on 
the prowl one Manhattan 
weekend, going into a 
frenzy by a sighting of 
Penn Badgely, who plays 
Dan Humphrey on the GW 
network show. The writers

shift their tone to qualify 
their love of the show as 
ironic, at least at first. “At 
first we cloaked our adora¬ 
tion in irony,” Pressler and 
Rovzar write. “Tt’s awe¬ 
somely bad,’ we explained 
to friends. ‘You know, like 
Showgirls. Or a Bloomin’ 
Onion.’ 

“But before long we were 
covering the show pretty 
much exhaustively on the 
Daily Intelligencer, the 
blog we write on 
nymag.com.” 


First of all, 1 don’t know 
what a Bloomin’ Onion is 
either, but my alarm bells 
go off when 1 realize that 
I’m reading something 
written by people who 
write a blog that appears 
on the website of a print 
publication. 

These are the ambitious 
young freelancers who’ve 
lucked out and landed a 
contract gig doing the web- 
only content that the pub¬ 
lishers and top editors 
don’t really read — or even 
understand — but were 
told they need for credibil¬ 
ity’s sake to seem like they 
know what they’re talking 
about when they discuss 
“future strategies” and 
“new media” with Market¬ 
ing magazine. 

The writers who get 
these gigs are usually cul¬ 
tural omnivores, host to a 


variety of enthusiasms, ac¬ 
tive and latent, who need 
to be able to say that some¬ 
thing is hot when asked 
questions like, “So, what’s 
hot?” by people who report 
to the people who sign 
their paycheque. 

In the New York piece, 
we’re told, for instance, 
that Gossip Girl is “the 
Greatest Teen Drama of All 
Time,” that it’s “changing 
the very model of a suc¬ 
cessful TV show,” and that 
it “offers profound social 
commentary.” 

“The show mocks our su¬ 
perficial fantasies while 
satisfying them,” writes 
Pressler and Rovzar, “allow¬ 
ing us to partake in the 
over-the-top pleasures of 
the irresponsible superrich 
without anxiety or guilt or 
moralizing. It’s class war¬ 
fare as blood sport.” 


Well, since you put it 
that way. Of course, if by 
“changing the model of a 
successful TV show” you 
mean getting mediocre rat¬ 
ings, then the revolution is 
now, according to a piece 
in last week’s National 
Post, which quoted Rovzar 
admitting that the show is 
“overh 3 q)ed.” 

“1 don’t mean that in 
quality,” Rovzar said, “be¬ 
cause obviously 1 love the 
show and 1 think it’s a 
great time, but it is over¬ 
hyped in terms of success. 
It’s not a huge success at 
all... It’s a certain very In- 
ternet-sawy group of peo¬ 
ple that are really really 
really excited about the 
show.”
